W E ive now in this piace in great Melancholy and DiftreRlon, having the ap pre henſiom of a bloody 
Warr before Gyr Eyes, and tbe certalaty of a Famine. The Countty is already deſtroyed; hard- 
iy one iroreſant aviog any chibg jelt, fave where they are In Arms, ad preſerve then.'e.ves hy Force. Lord 
Dep t is da prftered with complaints and pericions, but Is not able to give any Redreſs; he has not 4 
ta. 1hing et kane, and the Country is ſo deſtroyed , thy I am confident he could nat keep together Six 
cc oufand Med ſu the Field, though he Is daily baking Bicikes for provifion. They have aiready plundered, 
Hauphteted 2nd deftroyed as much as would, tigt managed, Have ſed an Army of Forty Thouſand for a 
„hole Years and they take no cre to put any Corn in the Ground to be Stock tor the next Year. The people 
in the Ny ire cortinoaly alarmed by their popl'h Nelghbours, who, by the perſwafion of the Prieliz,have all 
leit their Farms, & betaken themialves ro Monr:izirs & Faſtneſſes, where they at preient live by theirCartle, & 
het they can ſteal, & exercite themſelves In their Atmes. The Proteſtants were too ſlrong for them in the o- 
pen couuttcy, and would not ſuffer them to Rob ot plunder aud uſe thejrArmes,vw ob. ced them to pio and 
Till rhelr Ground a5 they nic to do. which they will not now endure. Some Papilis are very ſenſible of 
the Miſchief of this, nd do openly ſay, That there needs no Army to Conquet hen. for Farfne ulll de- 
ſtroy them before Augyſ., 1 hnow this to be Judge D, ſince having ſecn It under bis, and Judge 4.1 
hand.
